Ad  Act  lit  making  more  elTeciual  proraion  for  the  Goveniment  of  the  Provieee  of  Qpebec,  i;i 

North  America. 

WHEREAS  His  Majesty,  bj  His  Royal  Proclamation,  bearing  date 
the  seventh  day  of  October,  in  the  thirdyear  of  His  Reign,  thought 
fit  to  declare  the  provisions  which  had  been  made  in  respect  to  certain 
Coantries,  Territories,  and  Islands  in  America,  ceded  to  His  Majesty  by 
the  definitive  Treaty  of  Peace,  concluded  at  Paris,  on  the  tenth  day  of  Fe- 
bruary, one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three :  And  whereas,  by  the 
arrangements  made  by  the  said  Royal  Proclamation,  a  very  large  extent  of 
country,  within  whicn  there  were  several  Colonies  and  Settlements  of  the 
subjects  of  France,  who  claimed  to  remain  therein  under  the  faith  of  the 
said  Treaty,  was  left  without  any  provision  being  made  for  the  administra- 
tion of  Civil  Government  therein;  and  certain  parts  of  the  territory  of  Ca- 
nada, where  sedentary  fisheries  had  been  established  and  orried  on  by  the 
subjects  of  France,  inhabitants  of  the  said  Province  of  Canada,  under 

S-ants  and  concessions  from  the  Government  thereof,  were  annexed  to  the 
ovemmentof  Newfoundlq|A,  and  thereby  subjected  to  regulations  incon-« 
sistent  with  the  nature  of  socn  fisheries :  May  it  therefore  please  your  most 
Excellent  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King'^ 
Most  Elxcellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  all  the  Territories,  Islands, 
and  Countries  in  North  America,  belonging  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain, 
bounded  on  the  South  by  a  line  from  the  Bay  of  Chaleurs,   alon^  the  high 
lands  which  divide  the  rivers  that  empty  themselves  into  the  River  Saint 
Lawrence  from  those  which  fall  into  the  Sea,  to  a  point  in  forty-five  degrees 
of  Northern  latitude,  on  the  Eastern  bank  of  the  River  Connecticut,  keeping 
the  same  latitude  directly.  West,  through  the  Lake  Champlain,  until,  in  the 
same  latitude,  it  meets  th6  River  Saint  Lawrence;  from  thence  up  the  E^ast- 
ern  bank  of  the  said  River  to  the  Lake  Ontario ;  thence  through  the  Lake 
Ontario,  and  the  River  commonly  called  Niagara;  and  thence  along  by  the 
Eastern  and  South  Eastern  bank  of  Lake  Erie,  following  the  said  bank,  un- 
til the  same  shall  be  intersected  by  the  Northern  botmdary,  granted  by  the

in  csMl  the  said  bank  of  the  said  Lake  shall  not  be  found  to  be  so  intersected, 
^  die^f^Uowing  the  said  bank  until  it  shall  arrive  at  that  point  of  the  9aid.

of  England,  trlading  to  Hudson^s  Bay,  and  also  all  such  Teiritories,  Islands 
and  Countries,  which  have,  since  the  tenth  of  February,  one  thousand  se- 
ven hundred  and  sixty-three,  been  made  part  of  the  Government  of  New- 
Anoeted  to  tbe  Pro-  fouudland,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  during*His  Majesty's  pleasure,  annex- 
ceo     t  w^  ed  to,  and  made  part  and  parcel  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  created  and 

established  by  the  said  Royal  Proclamation  of  the  seventh  of  October,  one 
thousand  seven  -liundred  and  sixtv-three. 

IL  Provided  always^  That  nothing  herein  contained,  relative  to  the  boun- 
dary of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  shall  in  any  wise  affect  the  boundaries  of 
any  other  Colony. 

III.  Provided  altoays^  and  be  it  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained, 
shall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  make. void,  or  to  vary  or  alter 
any  right,  title;  or  possession,  derived  under  any  grant,  conveyance,  or 
otherwise  howsoever,  of  or  to  any  Lands  within  the  said  Province,  or  the 
Provinces  thereto  adjoining;  but  that  the  same  shall  remain  and  be  in 
force,  and  have  efiect,  as  if  this  Act  had  never  been  made. 

IV.  And  whereas  the  provisions  made  by  the  said  Proclamation,  in  res- 
pect to  the  Civil  Government  of  the  said  Province  of  Quebec,  and  the  pow- 
ers and  authorities  given  to  the  Governor  and  |||^er  civil  officers  of  the  said 
Province,  by  the  grants  and  commissions  issued  in  consequence  thereof, 
have  been  found  upon  experience,  to  be  inapplicable  to  the  state  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  said  Province,  the  inhabitants  whereof  amounted,  at  the 
conquest,  to  above  sixty-five  thousand  persons  professing  the  Religion  of  the- 
Church  of  Rome,  and  enjoying  an  established  form  of  Constitution  and  sys- 
tem of  Laws,  by  which  their  persons  and  property  had  been  protected,  go- 
verned, and  ordered,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  from  the  first  establishment

fore the  Governor,  or  such  other  person  in  such  Court  of  Record  as  His  Ma- 
jesty shall  appoint,  who  are  hereby  authorised  to  administer  the  same,  viz.-^ 

^'  I,  A.  B.  do  sincerely  promise  and  swear,  that  I  will  be  faithful,  and  bear 
true  allegiance  to  His  Majesty  King  George,  and  him  will  defend  to  the  ut- 
most of  my  power,  against  att  traitorous  conspiracies  and  attempts  whatso- 
ever, which  shall  be  made  against  his  Person,  Crown  and  Dignity;  and T 
will  do  my  utmost  endeavour  to  disclose  and  make  known  to  His  Majesty, 
His  Heirs  and  Successors,  all  treasons,  and  traitorous  conspiracies  and  at- 
tempts, which  I  shall  know  to  be  against  him  or  any  of  them ;  and  all  this  I 
do  swear  without  any  equivocation,  mental  evasion,  or  secret  reservation, 
and  renouncing  all  pardons  and  dispensations  from  any  Power  and  Person 
whomsoever  to  the  contrary — So  help  me  God." 

And  every  such  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  the  said  oath' 
Before  mentioned,  shall  incur  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  forfeitures 
disabilities  and  incapacities,  as  he  would  have  incurred  and  been  liable  to, 
for  neglecting  or  refusing  to  take  the  oath  required  by  the  said  Statute 
passed  in  the  first  year  oi  the  Reign  ef  Queen  Elizabeth. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the^  authority  aforesaid^  That  all  His 
Majesty's  Canadian  subjects  within  the  '^        '  -     -  -

X.  Provided  alsoj  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  every  person 
that  is  owner  of  any  lands,  goods,  or  credits,  in  the  said  Province,  and  that 
has  a  ri^t  to  alienate  the  said  lands,  goods,  or  credits,  in  his  or  her  liie*time« 
by  deed  of  sale,  gift,  or  otherwise,  to  devize  or  bequeath  the  same,  at  his  or 
her  death,  by  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament;  any  Law,  usage  or  custom, 
heretofore  or  now  prevailing  in  the  Province,  to  the  contrary  hereof  in  any 
wise  notwithstanding;  such  will  being  executed,  either  according  to  the 
Laws  of  Canada,  or  according  to  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Law  of  Eng- 
land. 

XI.  And  where^  the  certainty  and  lenity  of  the  Criminal  Laws  of  England, 
and  the  benefit  and  advantages  resulting  from  the  use  of  it,  have  been  sen- 
sibly felt  by  the  inhabitants,  from  an  experience  of  more  than  nine  years, 
dtmng which  it  has  been  uniformly  administered;  Be  U  thereffjre  further 
enaded  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  same  shall  continue  to  be  admi- 
nistered, and  shall  be  observed  as  Law  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  well 
in  the  description  and  quality  of  the  offence,  as  in  the  method  of  prosecu- 
tion and  trial ;  an*  the  punishments  and  forfeitures  thereby  inflicted,  to  the

.     CHAP.  LXXXVIII. 

Ab  Act  to  establish  a  Fund  towards  further  defraying  the  Charges  of  the  Admioistration  of  Jds- 
tice,  and  Support  of  the  Civil  Government  within  the  Province  of  Qjuebcc,  in  America. 

WHEREAS,  certain  Duties  were  imposed  by  the  authority  of  His  Most 
Christian  Majesty,  upon  Wine,  Rum,  Brandy,  Eau  de  Viede  Liqueur, 
imported  into  the  Province  of  Canada,  now  cialled  the  Province  of  Quebec^ 
and  also  a  duty  of  three  pounds  per  centum  ad  valorem,  upon  all  dry  goods  irn-^ 
ported  into,  and  exported  from  the  said  Province,  which  Duties  subsisted  at 
the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  said  Province  to  your  Majesty's  forces  in  the 
late  war:  And  whereas,  it  is  expedient  thai  the  said  Duties  should  cease 
and  be  discontinued ;  and  that  in  lieu  and  instead  thereof,  other  Duties 
should  be  raised  by  the  authority  of  Parliament,  for  making  a  more  adequate 
provision  for  defraying  the  charge  of  the  Administration  of  Justice^  and  the 
Support  of  the  QyiXGpvejaijient  in  the  said  Province :  We  your  Majesty's 
most  dutiful  antfloyal  §ubjects7  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  in  Parlia- 
ment assembled,  do  most  humbly  beseech  "Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enact-

HEREAS,  crimes  and  ofTences  have  Veen  committed  in  the  Indian 
Territories,  and  other  parts  of  America,  not  within  the  limits  of  the

V.  Provided  nevertheless^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  Court 
to  proceed  in  the  trial  of  any  other  person,  being  a  subject  or  subjects  of  His 
Majesty,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  same  or  any  other  offence,  notwith- 
standing such  offence  shal)  appear  to  have  been  committed  within  the  limits 
of  any  Colony,  Settlement,  ov  Territory  belonging  to  any  European  State  as 
aforesaid.

LATE  PROVINCE  OF  AUEBEK 


IT  appears,  on  a  revisicM  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  late  Province  of  Quebec,  that  none- 
of  them  remain  in  force  in  this  Province,  unless  it  be  the  2d  and  4th  clauses  in  an  Or- 
dinance passed  in  the  17th  year  of  George  3.  ch  7,  entitled  ^  An  Ordinance  to  prevent  the 
selling  of  Strong  Liquors  to  the  Indians  m  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  also  to  deter  personij 
from  buying  their  Arms  or  Clothing,  and  for  other  purposes  relative  to  the  trade  and  inter- 
course with  the  said  Indians^^  which  prohibits  the  purchase  of  Indian  Presents,  and  where- 
by it  is  enacted  ^^That  from  and  after  the  publication  of  this  Ordinance,  no  person  or  per- 
sons whatsoever  shall  purchase,  or  receive  in  pledge,  or  in  exchange,  any  cloaths,  blan- 
kets, fire-arms,  or  ammunition,  belonging  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  within  this  Province,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  five  pounds,  and  imprisonment  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  month,  for 
the  first  oflfence,  and  of  ten  pounds,  and  imprisonment  for  any  time  not  exceeding  two 
months,  for  the  second  arid  every  other  subsequent  offence.'* 

**  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  asy  jperson  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  sue  for  the 
penalties  and  forfeitures  aforesaid,  by  information  before  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Peace  of  the  District  in  which  any  offence  against  any  of  the  above  articles  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  have  been  committed,  who  is  and  are  hereby  authorised  and  required  to 
hear  and  determine  such  information  in  a  summary  manner,  and  upon  the  oath  of  one  cre- 
dible witness,  (being  some  other  than  the  informer  himself,)  and  to  inflict  the  said  impri- 
sonment, and  to  levy  the  said  penalties  or  forfeitures,  together  with  the  costs  of  suing  for 
the  same,  by  a  warrant  to  seize  and  sell  the  goods  or  lands  of  the  offenders.  Provided  at* 
ways^  That  such  informations  shall  be  brought  within  six  calendar  months  from  the  time 
the  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  and  not  after.'' 

And  that  part  of  the  Ordinance  passed  in  the  29th  year  of  George  the  3d,  c  3,  entitled 
^  An  Act  to  continue  an  Ordinance  regulating  the  Practice  of  the  Law,  and  to  provide  more 
efiectuall J  for  the  dispensation  of  Justice,  and  esfpecially  in  the  new  Districts"  which  enacts^ 
**  That  simple  larceny,  when  the  goods  stolen  shall  not  in  value  exceed  twenty  shillings 
sterling  money  of  Great  Britain,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  only  petty  larceny.^'

CHAP.    11.

by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in 
the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for  making 
more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in 
North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said

tuled 'An  Act  lor  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision 
for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province,^'  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  afler  the  first  day  of  Jannuaiy,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  three,  no  owner  or  occupier,  or  owners 
or  occupiers  of  any  Mill  or  Mills  within  this  Province,  or  any  person  employ- 
ed by  him  or  them,  shall  demand,  take  or  receive  any  quantity  or  proportion 
of  Grain,  brought  (o  him  or  them  to  be  ground  and  bolted,  greater  than  One 
Twelfth  share  or  part,  for  grinding  and  bolting  such  Grain. 

And  be  itjnrther  enacted  by  the  au^mrity  aforesaid^  That  any  owner  or 
occupier,  or  owners  or  occupiers  of  a  Mill  or  Mills  within  the  said  Province, 
or  at^  person  employed  by  him  or  them,  who  shall  demand  and  take,  after 
the  day  and  year  abovementioned,  any  quantity  or  proportion  of  Grain, 
greater  than  one  twelfth  share  or  part  of  such  Grain  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds,  Quebec  curren- 
cy; one  moiety  thereof  to  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the 
public  uses  of  the  said  Province^  and  the  support  of  the  TOvernment  thereof; 
and  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  sum  to  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the 
same  in  any  of  His  Majesty  ^s  Courts  of  Record  within  this  Province.

WHEREAS  it  is  unjust  that  a  people  who  enjoy  Freedom  hy  Law  should 
encourage  the  jotroduction  of  Slaves,  and  whereas  it  is  highly  expe- 
dient to  abolish  Slavery  in  this  Province,  so  far  as  the  same  may  gradual* 
ly  be  done  without  violating  private  property ;  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper- Canada,  consti- 
tuted and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  Parliament  of  Great-Britain,  intituled,  "An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  yearof  His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled,  '  An 
Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  furth^j  provision  for  the  Govern- 
nient  of  the  said  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  so  much  of  a  certain  Act  of  the  Parliament 
of  Great  Britain,  passed  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  His  present  Majesty,  intituled

An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the , .ihirty^fourth  year  of  His  Majesty^i 
Reign,  intituled,  «  An  Act  to  establish  a  Superior  COURT  of  CIVIL  and  CRIMINAL 
JURISDICTION,  and  to  regulate  the  COURT  of  APPEAL." 

WHEREAS  doubts  have  arisen  respecting  the  jurisdiction  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Court  of  His  Bench  in  this  Province,  as  far  as  the  same  may 
concern  the  condemnation  of  contraband  goods;  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by 
the  Kind's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Ibe 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Prcmnce  of  Upper  Canada,  consti- 
tuted and  assembled  by  virtue  of,  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  ^'  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled, '  An 
Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  in  North' America,  and  to  mate  further  provision  for  the 
Government  of  the  said  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  actions  of  debt,  bill,  plaint  or  in- 
formation, that  may  be  brought  irpon  any  seizure  of  contraband  goods,  by

WHEREAS  the  lands  now  holden  within  this  Pmvince,  nnder  the 
authority  of  the  Crown  wilt  be  sliorlly  confirmed  bj  Grant  from  His 
Majesty  under  the  Seal  of  the  said  Province  ;  and  wfecreag  jt  seems  to  be 
a  desirable  measure  to  establish  a  Register  in  'eac?n  County  and  Riding 
within  the  said  Provmce,  that  when  the  said  lands  shall  be  sq  confirmed,  if 
any,  or  any  part  of  the  same  shall  be  transferred  or  alienated  by  any  Deed 
of  sale,  Conveyance,  Enfeofment,  or  Exchange,  or  by  Gift,  Devise,  or 
Mortgage^  a  memorial  of  such  transfer  or  alienation  shall  be  made  for  the 
better  securing  and  more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  same ;  Be  it  there* 
fore  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Upper-Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and 
und6r  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great-Britain,, 
intituled,  ^^  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth 
year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  for  making  more  elTeclual 
provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  4n  North  America, 
and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province," 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act  there  shall  be  established  in  each  and  every  County  and  Riding  of  this 
Province,  wherein  it  may  be  deemed  for  the  present  necessary,  and  as  often  csubfiJiicd.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Legtshtive  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Upper  Canada,  conslitiited  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  au- 
thority of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An 
Act  to  repeal  certain  |)arts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His 
filajesty's  Reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision 
for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America,  and  to 
nmke  further  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province,"  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it 
shall  and.  may  be  lawful  for  the  persons  how  admitted  to  Practice  in  the  Law,  ^  ^

V.  And  whereas  so  much  of  the  said  Criminal  Law  of  England,  as  relates 
to  the  transportation  of  certain  oflFenders  to  places  beyond  the  seas, Is  either 
inapplicable  to  this  Province,  or  cannot  be  carried  into  execution  without 
great  and  manifest  inconrenience,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^ 
That  when  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  any  crime,  for  which  he  or  she 
shall  be  liable  by  law,  to  be  transported,  the  Court  before  which  such  person

make  a  report  and  declaration  thereof  to  the  Collector  or  his  deputy,  staiion^ 
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ed  at  such  port  or  ports  of  entry,  which  report  and  declaration  shall  state 
the  particulars  specined  and  directed  to  be  contained  in  the  report  and  de- 
claration which  Masters  and  Commanders  are  required  to  niakC)  by  an  Art 
passed  in  the  forty-first  year  of  His  Majesty^s  Reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for 
granting  to  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  to  and  for  the  uses  of  this 
Proviiice,  the  like  Duties  on  Goods  and  Merchandizes  brought  into  this  Pro- 
vince from  the  United  States  of  America,  as  are  now  paid  on  Goods  and 
Merchandize  impnorted  from  Great  Britain  and  other  places/'  and  which  re- 
port and  declaration,  shall  be  verified  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  in  like  man- 
ner and  under  the  like  pains  and  penalties,  as  in  and  by  the  said  Act  of  this 
Province  13  directed  ;  and  in  case  such  Master  or  Commander  shall  not  in- 
tend to  break  bulk  within  this  Province,  then  such  declaraition  shall  so  state,  what  the  decUratioQ 
and  shall  also  state  to  what  place  in  the  said  United  States  it  is  intended  that  ahaUoootaio. 
such  cargo  or  load  shall  be  transported  or  conveyed,  and  in  cases  in  which  it 
is  intended  that  such  cargo  or  load  shall  pass  to  some  other  port  or  ports  of 
entry  and  Clearance  in  this  Province,  and  then  break  bulk,  such  declaration 
shall  slate  the  particular  port  or  ports,  place  or  places  of  entry  or  clearance 
at  which  it  is  intended  such  bulk  shall  be  broken  ;  and  as  well  in  those  cases, 
in  which  it  shall  be  declared^  it  is  intended  to  break  bulk  at  some  other  port 
or  y^orts  of  entry  and  clearance  in  this  Province,  as  in  cases  in  which  such 
declaration  shall  state  that  it  is  intended  to  pass  into,  and  transport  and  con- 
vey such  cargo  and  load  into  some  part  or  parts  of  the  United  States,  with- 
out breaking  bulk  in  this  Province,  the  said  Master  or  Commander,  or  the 
Agent  or  Agents  of  the  Proprietor  or  Proprietors  of  such  cargo  or  loads,  or 
the  Consignee  or  Consignees  thereof,  shall,  and  he  and  they  is  and  are  here- 
by required  to  enter  into  Bond,  in  a  penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  the 
Duties  with  which  such  cargo  or  load  would,  if  for  consumption  in  this  Pro- 
vince, be  charged  or  chargeable,  which  Bond  shall  be  conditioned  not  to  '»  ^bat  cases  Bond» 
break  bulk,  or  suflFer  bulk  to  be  broken,  till  the  arrival  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  •'«"»«  ^'^^^"^d  i»t«. 
at  the  port  or  place  at  which  such  declaration  shall  state  that  such  bulk  is  in-  cooduion  of  Bond, 
tended  to  be  broken,  and  conditioned  also  for  producing  the  permit  herein-  Pensuto  begnntccK 
after  mentioned,  at  every  port  of  entry  or  clearance  at  which  she  shall  ar- 
rive, or  through  which  she  shall*  pass,  till  she  shall  arrive  at  her  ultimate  port 
or  place  of  destination.    - 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  after  such 
Bonds  shall  have  been  so  given  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to 
and  for  the  said  Collector  or  his  .Deputy,  who  has  taken  such  Bond,  to  give  ^  in  whnt  caw  Goods, 
and  grant  to  the  Master,  Owner,  or  Commander  of  such  vessel,  boa!,  raft,  or  ' "  '^^'^  ''^^ 
carriage,  a  Permit  to  proceed  upon  bis  voyage,  by  virtue  of  which  ?uch  Mas- 
ter, Owner  or  Commander,  shall  and  may,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
prosecute  his  voyage  with  the  said  cargo  and  loading,  and  to  pass  unmolest- 
ed to  the  next  Port  or  place  of  Entry  or  Clearance,  where  he  shall  be  entitled, 
in  case  the  condition  of  the  said  Bond  shall  not  have  been  broken,  and  his 
voyage  shall  not  be  completed,  upon  presentation  of  such  Permit  as  shall 
have  been  obtained  under  the  authority  herein  before  specified,  to  demand 
and  receive  another  Permit,  and  in  like  manner  shall  (^ontinue  to  apply  for 
and  receive  Permits  at  every  place  or  Port  of  Entry  or  Clearance,  till  he  shall 
arrive  athb  ultimate  destination,  any  thing  in  the  said  recited  Act  of  this 
Province,  or  any  other  law  or  usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.    But 
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in  case  any  Master^  Owner  or  Commander  shall,  after  hanng  giFen  such 
Bond  as  aforesaid,  land  or  attempt  to  land,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  lauded, 
any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  as  aforesaid,  beiore  the  arrival  of  the 
vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  carriage,  at  the  Port  or  place  of  Entry  and  Clear* 
ancc  stated  or  mentioned  in  the  said  declaration,  to  bo  given  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  said  recited  Act  of  this  Province  and  this  Act,  then,  and  in  such 
To  trhti!  vtneu  iho  case,  the  said  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and 
wMiiciioi.s  of  this  Act  condemnation,  m  like  manner  as  if  no  Entry^had  ever  been  thereof  made,  by 
the  Master,  Owner  or  Commander  of  the  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  carriage 
containing  the  sanie  :  Provided  cUways  neverthelesSj  thdt  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to  prevent  or  hind^  any  Mas- 
ter, Owner  or  Commander  of  any  vessel,  boat,  rail  or  other  carnage,  from 
breaking  bulk  at  any  port  or  place  of  entry  or  clearance,  at  which  he  may 
arrive,  or  from  landing  or  unloading  part  of  his  cargo,  and  proceeding  further 
with  the  remaining  part  thereof,  provided  such  Master,  Owner  or  Command- 
er shall  first  pa^  or  secure  to  be  paid  in  manner  by  this  Act  and  the  said  re- 
cited Act  of  this  Province  required,  the  duties  on  such  part  of  such  cargeso 
to  be  landed,  and  procure  or  obtain  the  necessary  Permit  and  Certificate  for 
landing  or  permittmg  the  same  to  be  landed,  from  the  Collector  of  the  said 
port  or  place  of  entry  or  clearance,  or  his  .Deputy,  and  provided  the  said 
master,  Owner  or  Commander,  shall  in  all  respects  comply  with,  and  act  iu 
conformity  with  the  requisitions  of  the  said  recited  4ct  of  this   Province  and 
this  Act.     Provided  also  nevertheless^  That  the   words  ship  or  vessel  herein 
before  contained,  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  anv  oatteau,  boat,  raft 
or  other  cVaft  or  carriage,  employed  for  the  transport  or  any  goods  or  mer- 
chandize from  Lower  Canada  to  this  Province,  or  which  snail  be  only  em- 
ployed in  the  inland  trade  of  the  country  and  shall  ftot  have  arrived  from  the 
united  States  of  America,  nor  shall  this  Act  extend  to  compel  or  oblige  the 
Master,  Commander,  or  Owner  of  any  ship  or  vessel  bound  from  any  porter 
place  in  this  Province  to  Queenston  direct,  to  make  any  such  report  or  de- 
claration as  aforesaid,  at  the  port  of  Niagara,  unless  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
cast  anchor  at  the  said  port  of  Niagara,  and  remain  there  at  anchor  for  the 
space  of  two  hours,  or  attempt  to  land  any  part  of  her  cargo,  or  break  bulk 
ve«cu  bound  to  ^"®^®'     "^^^  provided  aUoy  That  whenever  any  ship  or  vessel  passing  the  port 
i^ueen^on  direct,  not  of  Niagara  ou  her  way  to  Queenston,  shall  come  to  an  anchor  in  the  ioterme- 
inieM  &«.**  w»g*«»  diate  distance  between  the  said  ports  she  shall  not  unlade  or  break  bulk,  un- 
til the  Master  or  Commander  ot  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  reported  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  Collector  of  the  port  or  place  of  entry  then  nearest  to  where 
such  ship  or  vessel  shall  then  be. 

III.  And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  each  and 
every  Collector  to  be  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  said  recited  Act  of 
this  Province,  or  any  otner  Act  now  in  force  in  this  Province,  or  to  be  ap- 
pointed under  any  other  Act  hereafter  to  be  passed,  shall,  and  he  is  hereby 
required,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  to  render  to  the  Inspector 
Period!  at  which  ac-  General  of  this  Province,  four  times  in  every  year,  a  just,  true  and  faithful  ac- 
|ounuiaraiobercn.  ^ount  of  all  dutics  which  have  accrued  due  at  the  port  or  place,  ports  or 
places  of  entry  and  clearance,  at  which  such  Collector  or  his  Deputy,  or  De- 
puties shall  be  stationed,  the  first  of  which  accounts  shall  he  delivered  in  ini' 
mediately  after  the  passing  of  this  Act^  and  shall  comprise  all  duties  ^vhich 
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shall  have  accrued  due  since  the  last  account  rendered  up  to  the  Ihirly-firat 
day  of  December,  now  last  past  inclusive,  and  the  next  account  shall  bo 
delivered  in,  on  or  before  (he  twentieth  day  of  May  next,  and  shall  com- 
prise all  duties  which  shall  have  accrued  due  between  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary and  the  thirty-fii'st  day  of  March  in  this  present  year,  both  days  inclu- 
sive, and  so  shall  continue  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  forty  days  next  af- 
ter every  succeeding  three  months,  to  render  a  like  account  to  the  said  In- 
spector General,  which  accounts  shall  severally  comprise  a  faithful  state- 
ment of  all  Duties  paid  or  secured,  or  which  shall  have  accrued  due  within 
the  periods  following  (that  is  to  say)  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  if  accoums  not  r»*n^ 
the  last  day  of  March,  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  last  day  of  June,  the  dered  within  speciAjli 
first  day  of  July  and  the  last  day  of  September,  and  the  first  day  of  October  ^  bS'diducSa.''"^^ 
and  the  last  day  of  December,  and  that  the  first  and  last  days  in  each  of 
such  several  periods  of  three  months,  shall  be  included  in  such  several  ac- 
counts, and  immediately  after  such  accounts  shall  liave  been  so  respectively 
rendered,  passed  and  approved  by  the  said  Inspector  General,  such  Collec- 
tor shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  all  the  Duties 
which  shall  be  stated  in  such  accounts  to  have  come  to  his  hands^  to  His 
Majesty's  Receiver  General  of  this  Province  for  the  tirnc  being,  and  in  case 
the  said  Collector  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  his  said  accounts,  or  to  pay 
in  such  Duties,  in  manner  herein  before  required,  such  Collector  ao  neglect- 
ing or  refusing,  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  retain  any  part  of  the  per  centage 
allowed  to  the  said  Collector,  in  and  by  the  said  recited  Act  of  this  Province, 
but  shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  pay  in  the  full  amount  of  all  the  Du- 
ties by  him  received,  or  to  be  received  for  the  three  months,  for  which  such 
Collector  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  such  account,  or  pay  in  such  mo- 
nies as  hereby  required,  without  any  deduction  on  account  of  such  per  cent- 
age,  or  on  any  other  account  whatsoever,  any  thing  in  the  said  recited  Act  of 
this  Province,  or  this  Act,  or  any  other  Act,  law  or  usage  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  in  all  rases  in 
which  the  Duties  by  the  said  recited  Act  of  this  Province  imposed,  shall  ex-  exceJd'^/.  Bo^diilSy 
ceed  in  amount  the  sum  of  twenly  pounds,  the  said  Collecjtpr  shall  and  may  ^«i*i^«n 
(if  required)  and  he  is  hereby  authorised,  in  case  he  shall  deem  it  meet  so  to 
uo,  to  accept  and  take  of  and  from  any  master,  commander,  or  owner  of  any 
vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  carriage,  in  which  shall  be  contained  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandize,  which  by  law  are  dutiable,  a  Bond,  with  one  or  more  sure- 
ty or  sureties,  as  such  Collector  or  his  deputy  shall  judge  necessary,  due  re- 
frard  being  had,  and  a  sound  discretion  used,  as  to  the  amount  of  the  Du- 
ties so  to  be  secured,  which  Bond  so  to  be  given,  may  be  in  the  form  here- 
unto subjoined,  and  shall  be  taken  in  double  thfe  amount  of  the  Duties  iur 
tended  to  be  thereby  secured,  and  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
the  full  amount  of  the  said  Duties,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  oue  month 
from  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  any  such  vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  carriage  In  the 
port  or  place' of  entry  and  clearance  where  she  shall  break  bulk,  and  where 
she  shall  fully  or  in  part  discharge  and  land  her  cargo  or  loading  ;  which 
Bonds  so  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  not  have  been 
paid  and  satisfied  at  the  time  of  delivering  in  such  three  month's  accounts  as 
afoiesaid,  the  said  Collector,  and  each  and  every  of  them,  is^and  are  hereby 
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required  to  insert  in.and  make  part  of  the  then  next  three  month's  account, 
as  so  much  of  the  Duties  whicn  ha?e  accrued  since  the  previous  accouot 
rendered  and  remaining  unpaid  upon  such  security  as  aforesaid. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qfaresaidj  That  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor^ 
liieutenant  Governor,  or  Perpon  administering  the  Government  of  this  Pro- 
vince, at  any  time  when  it  shall  be  found  necessary,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council  thereof,  to  expend  at  each,  every,  or 
any  of  the  port  or  ports,  place  or  places  of  entry  and  clearance  within  this  Pro- 
vince, such  reasonable  sum  or  sums  of  money  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Duties 
collected,  or  to  be  collected,  under  the  authority  of  tne  said  recited  Act  of 
this  Province,  or  any  other  Act  of  the  Province,  or  any  future  Acts  to  be  pass- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  laying  Duties  on  imported  goods  and  merchandize,  as 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  Custom  Houses  and 
Store  Houses,  for  the  storing  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  liable  to 
pay  such  Duties  as  aforesaid,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Collector  or 
Deputy  at  such  port  or  ports,  place  or  places  of  entry  and  clearance,  and  for 
the  transacting  of  all  business  relative  to  the  collecting  and  securing  (he  due 
payment  of  such  Duties  :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  the  sums  to  be  ex 
pended  in  any  one  year  on  the  erection  and  repairing  of  Custom  Houses  and 
Stores,  shall  in  no  one  year  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  amount  of  the  preced- 
ing year's  collection  of  the  said  Duties  within  this  Province, 

VI.  And  be  it  further  efiacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  in  all  cases  oi 
seizure,  under  any  Act  of  this  Province,  when  the  value  of  the  goods  seized 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  pounds,  (of  which  value  the  said  Collector  or  his 
deputy  is  to  form  a  judgment,  according  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  to 
depose  to  the  same  on  oath,  before  the  Magistrate  granting  the  summons 
hereinafter  mentioned)  the  seizure  shall  and  may,  in  a  summary  way,  be 
proceeded  upon,  and  be  examined  into,  heard,  adjudged  and  determined  by 
the  Magistrates  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  in  order  whereto,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  one  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace 
witnin  the  District,  where  any  such  seizure  as  last  mentioned  shall  be  made, 
to  cause  the  master,  commander  or  owner  of  any  vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  other 
carriage,  or  the  person  reputed  or  appearing  to  be  such  master,  commander 
or  owner,  whose  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  shall  be  so  seized  as  last  afore- 
said, to  be  summoned  and  appear  at  the  next  General  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  Peace,  to  be  holden  in  and  for  such  District,  next  after  such  seizure ; 
And  the  Magistrates  in  such  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  are  hereby  fuHj 
authorized,  empowered  and  required,  upon  the  appearance  or  default  of  such 
person  or  persons  so  to  be  summoned,  to  examine  into  the  cause  of  such 
seizure  or  seizures,  and  thereupon  to  proceed  to  give  judgment  for  the  con- 
demnation of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  as  upon  due  examination, 
shall  be  found  to  be  forfeited,  by  virtue  of  the  said  recited  Act  of  this  Pro- 
vince, or  thb  Act,  together  with  the  vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  other  carriage  con- 
taining the  same,  and  to  issue  out  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  the  sale  of  such 
goods,  wares  and  merchandize  so  to  be  condemned  as  last  aforesaid,  and  of 
Uie  vessels,  boats,  rafts,  and  other  craft  or  carriages  containing  the  same,  aou 
such  sales  shall  be  made  accordingly,  and  all  such  judgments  shall  be,  and 
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are  hereby  declared  to  be  good,  valid  and  effectual  in  the  law,  and  final  to 
aliintents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  and  not  liable  to  any  appeal,  or  to  be 
removed  by  any  writ  or  writs  of  certiorari ;  and  the  monies  arising  from  such 
sales,  shall  be  applied  in  such  and  the  same  manner  ^  are  directed  with 
respect  to  monies  arising  from  seizures,  under  the  said  recited  Act  of  thb 
Province,  any  law,  statute,  or  provision  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise 
notwithstanding.     Provided  nevertheless^  That  if  any  master,  owner  or  com- 
mander shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  valuation  put  upon  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandize  so  to  be  seized  as  last  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  minded  or  desirous 
that  the  merits  of  such  seizure  shall  be  tried  and  determined  in  His  Majesty^s 
Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  will,  previous  to  the  Magistrates  proceeding 
thereon,  enter  into  a  Bond,  with  a  sufficient  surety,  before  the  said  Magis* 
trate,  in  the  penalty  of  sixty  pounds,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs, 
charges  and  expences  attending  the  condemnation  of  such  goods,  wares  and 
merchandize  last  mentioned,  in  His  Majesty's  said  Court  of  Kind's  Bench, 
in  case  such  condemnation  shall  in  such  last  mentioned  Court  be  pronounced ; 
then  the  said  Magistrates  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  shall  not  proceed 
to  hear  or  decide  on  the  legality  of  such  seizure,  but  such  Seizure  and  the 
merits  (hereof  shall  be  heard,  determined  and  decided  upon  in  His  Majesty's 
said  Court  of  King's  Bench,  in  like  manner  and  as  other  seizin'es  above  the 
value  of  twenty  pounds  are,  by  the  said  recited  Act  and  this  Act,  directed  to 
be  determined.     Provided  alsOj  That  in  all  cases  of  seisure,  where  the  value 
of  the  goods  seized  shall  not  exceed  the  value  of  fifty  pounds,  if  the  master, 
commander,  or  oWn^r  of  the  vessel,  boat,  rafl,  or  other  carriage,  shall  be 
minded  or  desirous  that  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  seized,  shall  not 
be  detained  till  the  condemnation  thereof,  or  the  determination  of  the  me- 
rits of  the  same,  and  shall  so  signify  to  the  Collector  or  his  deputy  seizing 
the  same,  and  shall  tender  to  the  said  Collector  or  his  deputy,  a  Bond,  with 
sufficient  sureties^  in  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds,  conditioned  for  the 
payment  of  the  value  of  such  goods  to  the  siaid  Collector  or  his  deputy  ;  in 
case  the  same  shall  be  condemned,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  anu  may 
be  lawful  to  and  for  the. said  Collector  or  his  deputy,  to  restore  such  goods, 
wares  and  merchandize,  to  the  master,  commander,  or  owner  of  the  vessel  con- 
taining the  same,  without  waiting  the  determination  of  the  merits  of  the  said 
seizure,  any  thingherein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.   Provid- 
ed nevertheless^  That  in  case  any  dispute  shall  arise   respecting  the  value  of 
any  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  as  last  mentioned,  and  the  owner, 
master,  or  commander  of  the  vessel  containing  the  same,  will  produce  before 
a  Magistrate,  two  indifferent  and  credible  witnesses,  who  will  upon  oath  de- 
clare, that  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  they  respectively  believe 
that  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  as  last  mentioned,  are  riot  of  above 
the  value  of  fifty  pounds,  such  declaration  shall  be  final  and  decisive  as  to 
such  value  ;  and  if  any  such  witness  or  witnesses  shall,  in  deposing  to  the 
value  of  any  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  as  last  mentioned,  wilfully 
or  corruptly  forSvvear  him,  her  or  themselves,  he,  she  and  they,  and  each  of 
them,  shall  incur  all  the  pains  and  penalties  which  by  the  Crimihal  Law  of 
England  are  attached  to  wilful  and  currupt  perjury- 

VII.  And  whereas  it  will  be  necessary  and  essential  to  the  safety  of  vessels, 
boats,  rafts  and  other  craft  passing  from  Lake  Ontario  into  the  river  Niagara  ^^^^^  "^"***  ^  ^ 
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and  passing  by  the  Isle  called  Isle  Forest,  and  likewise  into  the  Port  of  York, 
that  there  should  be  a  Light  House  erected  near  to  each  of  the  said  last 
mentioned  places  Be  it  therefore  eruicted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  exneoce  oferecting  and  repairing  such  Light-Houses, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawlul  to  and  for  the  Collector  or  his  Deputy,  at  the 
port  to  which  any  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft  shall  arrive  next  after  hav- 
ing passed  the  said  Lake  into  the  said  River  or  the  said  Island,  or  which  shall 
come  into  the  port  of  York,  and  such  Collector  or  his  Deputy  is  hereby  au 
thorized  and  required  to  demand  and  receive  of  and  from  the  master,  com- 
mander or  owner  of  each  and  e\ety  such  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft,  the 
following  rates,  that  is  to  say,  for  every  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft  of  the 
burthen  of  ten  tons  and  upwards,  the  sum  of  three  pence  for  every  ton  of 
which  such  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft  is  of  burthen,  and  which  burthen  is 
hereby  required  to  be  computed  by  such  Collector  or  his  deputy,  and  the  mo- 
nies hj  such  tonnage  rate  accruing,  when  collected,  the  said  Collector  is 
hereby  required  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  His  Majesty's  Receiver  General  oi 
this  Province,  at  the  same  time  he  pays  the  other  duties  by  him  collected, 
and  all  which  said  sums  of  money  so  to  be  collected  upon  the  said  tonnage, 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Province,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Province,  to  lay  outaod 
expend,  or  cause  to  be  laid  out  and  expended,  in  the  erection  and  keeping 
in  repair,  and  other  incidental  charges  attending  three  Li^ht-Hou&es,  one  to 
be  erected  and  built  upon  the  south-westerqmost  point  ot  a  certain  island 
called  Isle  Forest,  situate  about  three  leagues  from  the  Town  of  Kingston,  in 
the  Midland  District ;  another  upon  Mississagua  Point,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Niagara  River,  near  to  the  Town  of  Niagara,,  and  the  other  upon  Gibraltar 
Point. 

VIII.  And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid j  That  in  order  (o 
ascertain  whether  anv  such  vessef,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft  has  passed  the 
said  Island,  or  the  saia  Mississagua  Point,  or  Gibraltar  Point,  each  and  every 
owner,  commander  or  master  of  each  and  every  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other 
craft,  who  shall  pass  such  Island  or  Points,  or  euher  of  ihem,  and  arrive  at 
the  Ports  of  Kingston,  Niagara  or  York,  is  hereby  required  to  insert  it  in,  or 
add  it  to  the  declaration  by  the  said  recited  Act  of  this  Province  and 
this  Act  required  to  be  made,  that  he  has  so  passed  the  said  Island,  or  Mis- 
sissagua Point,  or  Gibraltar  roint,  and  in  case  such  owner,  commander  or 
master,  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  tonnage  hereby  intended  to  be  imposed,  the 
Collector  of  the  said  District  or  his  Deputy,  is  hereby  empowered  and  re- 
quired to  summon  such  owner,  commander  or  master  before  any  one  of  His 
Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  District,  where  the  same  shall  bap- 
pen,  and  such  Magistrate  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorised,  in  a  summary 
way  to  hear  and  determine  the  complaint  to  be  thereof  made  by  the  said 
Collector  or  his  Deputy,  and  if  the  said  Justice  shall  order  ^payment  to  be 
made  of  the  said  tonnage  according  to  the  rates  by  this  Act  imposed,  and 
the  said  owner,  commander  or  master  shall  not  forthwith  pay  the  same  to  the 
said  Collector  or  his  Deputy,  together  with  the  costs  and  expences  of  the 
said  proctdding  befoie  the  said  Justice,  such  Justice  is  hereby  empowered 
and  authorized  to  issue  bis  warrant  to  levy  such  tonnage  and  costs,  by  sate 
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of  any  p»rt  of  the  cargo  contained  in  any  such  last  mentioned  vessel,  boat, 
raft  or  other  craft,  or  any  of  the  tackle  or  apparel  thereof,  or  of  any  other  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  party  or  pjtrties  complained  against,  restoring  the  • 
surplus  of  such  monies  arising  from  such  sale,  if  any  such  shall  be,  to  such 
party  or  parties,  after  deductmg  the  said  tonnage  and  the  said  costs,  and  the 
charges  and  expences  of  sale.  Provided  nevertheless^  That  no  such  tonnage 
shall  be  payable  for  any  veasel,  boat,  raft  or  other  craft,  which  by  stress  or 
severity  of  weather,  or  other  disasterous  event,  shall  be  compelled  to  return 
into  the  9ame  harbour  whence  she  last  departed,  without  having  perfected 
her  intpfided  voyage.  And  the  said  Justice  is  hereby  aulhorised  to  charge, 
demand  and  take  the  following  fees  for  hearing  and  determining  the  said 
complaint,  and  no  more  ;  for  his  summons,  two  shillings  ;  for  judgment,  two 
shillings  and  six  pence  ;  warrant  to  distrain,  five  shillings  :  for  the  person 
serving  the  summons,  two  shillings  ;  mileage  for  every  mile,  tour  pence ;  ex- 
ecuting warrant  of  distress  and  return  thereof,  five  fillings. 

IX,  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  iht  authority  aforesaid^  That  in  case  any 
proceedings  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  be  had  for  the  condemnation 
of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  or  for  or  in  respect  of  any  thing  done 
or  neglected  to  be  done,  contrary  to  the  provisions  or  the  said  recited  Act  of 
this  Province,  or  this  Act,  or  of  any  Act  or  Acts  of  this  Province  now  pass- 
ed, or  hereafter  to  be  passed;  respecting  any  Duties  imposed,  or  to  be  im- 
posed, upon  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  coming  into  this  Province  from 
the  said  United  States,  that  as  well  id  cases  where  the  goods  seized  shall  be 
adjudged  to  be  restored,  or  if  condemned,  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the 

costs  and  expences  of  the  proceedings  had  respecting  the  same,  as  in^ll  How  eosts  or  wy 
other  cases,  where  the  proceedings  by  or  against  the  Collectors  or  Deputies  p^j***^^  m«  to  b^ 
shall  be  for  or  on  account  of  any  thing  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  by  such 
Collector  or  Deputy,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Person  administering  the  Government  of  this  Pro- 
vince for  the  time  being,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorised  (if  he 
shall  see  fit  so  to  do)  to  discharge,  satisfy  and  pay  all  such  costs  and  ex-

WHEREAS  great  inconvenience  has  arisen,  and  is  now  experienced 
by  His  Majesty's  subjects  in  several  parts  of  this  Province,  flrom  a 
want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  duly  authorized  to  practice  the  pro- 
fession of  the  Law,  and  unless  the  number  can  be  speedily  increased,  justice 
will  in  many  places  be  with  great  difficulty  administered  ;  Be  it  therefore  en- 
acted by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con 
sent  of  the  Leffislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Cana 
da,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of,  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Ad 
passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  cer- 
tain parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  in- 
tituled, "  An  Act  for  making  more  cflfectual  provision  for  the  government  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision  for  the 
.  government  of  the  said  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  from

CHAP.    IV. 

An  Act  to  declare  the  Rights  of  Certain  GRANTEES  of  WASTE' LANDS  of  the  CROWN.

WHEREAS  several  grants  of  Waste  Lands  of  the  Crown  did,  previous  RecUai. 
to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred,  pass  the  Great  SeaJ  of  this  Province,  to  two  or  more  persons  and

Moat  ExG^ent  Majesty^  by  and  wkh  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Coancil  and  Assembly  of  tfce  Province  of  Uppcr-€anada,  con-- 
itituted  and  aaaembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Pai'hafiient  of  Great  Br^in^  intituled,  «^  An  Act  ti»  repeal

Districts,  where  such  Troops  or  Militia  may:  be  cant<»iedv  upon  receiving

IV.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  when  flie  said 
Troops  or  Militia,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be  so  cantoned  as  aforesaid, 
any  one  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  of  atid  in  the  District  where 
such  cantonment  is  made,  upon  receiving  an  order  from  the  Commander  in 
Chief  of  said  Troops  or  Militia  in  that  behalf,  or  a  requisition  in  writiiij; 
from  the  Officer  commanding  that  cantonment,  for  such  and  so  many  car- 
riages as  may  be  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  said  Troops  or  Militia* 
shall  and  may,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  issue  his  warrant,  to  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  may  be  possessed  of  carriages,  within  his  jurisdiction,  re* 
quiring  him  or  them  to  famish  the  same,  for  the  service  aforesaid,  at  <»i 
after  the  rate  of  payment  aUowed  to  carriages  Jamished  to  ike  said  Vroops  or 
MUitia  when  on  a  nuardi^  herein  before  mentioned  (a^)  and  if  any  such  person 
or  persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  after  receiving  such  warrant,  to  wrnisb 
his  or  their  carriage  or  caririages,  for  that  service,  each  and  every  such 
person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fcqrty  shillings.  Pmidei 
always,  That  such  carriage  or  carnages,  horses  or  oxen,  or  the  carriage  or 
carnages  mentioned  in  the  first  ckiBse  of  this^  Act,  shalfnotbe  compelled 
to  proceed  more  than  thirty  miles,  witesff  in  cases  where  otfaec  carriages 
horses  or  oseuy^  camiet  immediately  be  had'  to  replace  them.

ammunition,  provisions  and  ba^;age,  shall  and  may,  and  he  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  issue  his  warrant  to  such  person  or  ^persons  as  may  be  possessed 
of  such  boats  or  other  craft,  within  his  jurisdiction,  requiring  him  or  them 
to  furnish  the  same  for  that  service,  at  and  after  the  rate  of  payment  to  be 
allowed  by  the  said  Justice,  not  exceeding  the  usual  rate  ot  hire  for  such 
boats  or  other  craft,  and  if  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  re« 
fuse,  after  receiving  such  warrant,  to  furnish  his  or  their  boats  or  craft,  for 
that  service,  each  and  every  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  pounds.

tels,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and^ 
such  Justice  is  hereby  empowered  and  required,  to  grant  the  same  upon  the 
confession  of  the  jforty  or  parties,  or  upon  the  evidence  of  any  one  or  more 
credible  witness  or  witnesses,  upon  oath,  and  the  overplus,  if  any,  of  the 
money  arising  by  such  distress  and  sale,  shall  be  returned  upon  demand,  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  goods  and  chattels,  deducting  therefrom  the

CHAP,    III.

WHER£AS,  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province  have  suffered,  and  continue 
to  suffer  great  injury  and  damage  fromWolves,since  thediscontinuance 
of  the  Bounty  heretofore  granted  for  the  destroying  them ;  Therefore  be  it

TTirrHEREAS,  doubts  have  arisen,  whether  by  the  Laws  now  in  force 
f  f  in  this  Province,  any  person  can  be  arrested  for  any  sum  of  money 
under  Ten  Pounds  Sterling.  And  whereas  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province 
have  sutTered,  and  still  continue  to  sutler  much  iiijury  from  persons  leaving 
this  Province  without  paying  their  debts ;  for  remedy  thereof,  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper-Canada, 
constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  autliority  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  to  repeal

benig  for  many  terms  past  interrupted,  several  young  gentlemen  have  been

W  in  England,  designated,  "  The  Committee  fffr  promoting  the  Educa* 
tion  of  the  Poor  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,"  the  object  of  wluch  Society 
is  to  promote  the  education  and  moral  improvement  of  the  poor,  of  everj

MOST  GRAQOUS  SOVEREIGN, 

WHEREAS,  the  Acts  now  in  force  for  granting  Pensions  to  wounded 
Militia-men,  and  also  to  the  Widows  and  Children  of  such  as  may 
have  fallen  in  the  Service,  are  not  found  sufficient  to  answer  the  benevolent 
purposes  for  which  they  were  intended,  And  whereas,  it  is  necessary  that 
more  effectual  Provision  be  made  for  the  same.  May  it  therefore  please 
Your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King^s 
most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada, 
constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal 
certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  Hi?  Majesty's  Reign, 
intituled,  *  An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision

lPassed^2d  March,  1816.] 

WHEREAS,  the  building  used  as  a  Court-House  of  the  Home  Dis- 
trict during  the  late  war  with  the  United  States  of  America,  ba5 
been  destroyed  by  the  enemy,  and  the  Gaol  oi  the  said  District,  is  in  so 
bad  a  state  as  to  require  re-building,  May  it  please  your  Majesty  therefore, 
that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  Be  it  enacted  by  the  King^s  Most  Excel- 
lent Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lrgislalirc

trict should  enjoy  all  and  eveiy  jurisdiction,  privilege  and  advantage  now 
possessed  aud  enjoyed  by  the  other  Districts  of  this  Province,  Be  it 
enacted  by  the  Kin^s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Up- 
per Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  theauthority 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  ^«  An  Act  to 
repeal  certain  parts  ef  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majes- 
ty's Reign,  intitulied,  *  An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  Norlii  America,  and  to 
make  further-  ppovisiiui  for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province,^'  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same.

TTj^rHEREAS,  the  population  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  is  much  increas- 
f  f  ed  in  the  number  of  inhabitants,  and  further  provision  is  necessary 
to  be  made  for  the  internal  regulation  of  the  said  Town;  Be  it

effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North

[Passed  27  th  November^  181&] 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  thirtj-ei^th  y^ar  of  His  Majes- 
ty's Reign,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  better-division  of  this  Province," 
large  tracts  of  country  are  comprehended  in  the  several  Districts  of  this 
Province,  which  are  not  within  the  limits  of  any  Township  or  County  there- 
in. And  whereas,  Crimes  and  Offences  have  been  committed,  and  may 
hereafter  be  committed,  in  such  tracts  of  country,  which  it  might  be  incon- 
venient to  try  in  the  particular  District  wherein  the  same  may  have  been 
conunitted.

An  Act  to  prevent  CERTAIN  »IEETINGS  mthin  Ibis  Province. 

[Passed  21th  November ^  1818.] 

WHEREAS^  the  election  or  apDoiDlmeot  of  Assemblies,  puq}ortiDgto 
represent  the  people,  or  any  aescription  of  the  people,  under  the  pre- 
tence of  deliberating  upon  matters  of  public  concern,  or  of  preparing  or 
presenting  Petitions,  Complaints,  Remonstrances,  and  Declarations,  and 
other  Addresses  to  the  Kin^,  or  to  both  or  either  Houses  of  Parliament,  for 
alteration  of  matters  established  bj  Law,  or  redress  of  allcdged  grievances 
in  Church  or  State,  may  be  made  use  of  to  serve  the  ends  of  factious  and 
seditious  persons,  to  the  violation  of  the  Public  Peace,  and  manifest  encou- 
ragement of  Riot,  Tumult,  and  Disorder ;  It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  King's 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  constituted 
and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  tbe 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  entitled,  ^^  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an 
Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  entitled, '  An  Acl 
for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  said  Province,"  and  by  tbe  authority  of  the  same,  That  all  such 
Assemblies,  Committees,  or  other  bodies  of  persons,  elected  or  otherwise 
constituted  or  appointed,  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  be  unlawful  assemblies,

refusal,  and  ten  pounds  for  the  second,  to  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of 
the  offender's  goods  and  chattels,  and  upon  complaint  of  such  neglect,  be- 
fore two  or  more  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the  divisioa 
where  the  offence  is  charged,  they  shall  hear  and  deterinme  the  same,  and 
upon  sufficient  proof  being  made  of  such  wilful  neglect,  refusal  or  misstate- 
ment, shall  issue  such  warrant  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  fine  shall  be  imme- 
diately satisfied,  and  such  sum  of  money  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  His  Majesty's  Receiver  General,  to  and  for  the  use  of  His  Ma- 
jesty, His  Heirs  and  Successors,  and  towards  tbesup[K)rt  of  the  Civil  Govern- 
ment of  this  Province,  to  be  accounted  for  to  His  Majesty,  through  the  Lords 
Cornmissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury,  lor  the  time  being,  iosuch  man- 
ner and  form  as  it  shall  please  His  Majesty  to  direct,  and  the  Justices  before 
whom  such  conviction  shall  or  may  have  taken  place,  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  District  or  County  where  the  offence 
was  committed,  who  shall  and  he  is  herebv  required  to  ia^-ert  the  ratable 
property  so  withheld  or  misstated,  on  the  Assessment  list  of  tlie  Township 
wherein  the  offender  was  resident  at  the  time.

CHAP.    VIII.

[Passed  I2th  July,  1819.] 

HEREAS,  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Laws  now  in  force,  for  pro« 
viding  for  the  laying  out,  amending  and  keeping  in  repair  the  rub- 
lie  flighways  and  Roads  in  this  Province,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  King^s 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  constituted 
ed  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  entitljed,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certam  parts  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  M ajesty^s  Reign,  entitled,  ^  An  Act 
for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  oi 
Quebec  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Government 
of  the  said  Province,''  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  March,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  MaJdi  i1^  tSK

feiture incurred  under  any  of  the  Laws  of  Customs  or  Excise,  or  the  Laws 
of  Trade  and  Navigation,  to  seise  such  Ships  and  Vessels  aforesaid,  and  in 
such  places  and  in  such  manner,  in  which  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's 
Customs  or  Excise  and  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Navy  are  empowered 
respectively  to  make  seizures  under  the  Laws  of  Customs  and  Excise,  or 
under  the  Laws  of  Trade  and  Navigation  j  and  that  every  such  Ship  and 
Vessel,  with  the  tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  together  with  all  the  mate- 
rials, arms,  ammunition,  and  stores,  which  may  belong  to  or  be  on  board  of 
such  Ship  or  Vessel,  may  be  prosecuted  and  condemned  in  the  like  manner, 
and  in  such  Courts  as  Ships  or  Vessels  may  be  prosecuted  and  condemned 
for  any  breach'of  the  Laws  made  for  the  protection  of  the  Revenues  and 
Customs  and  Excise,  or  of  the  Laws  of  Trade  and  Navigation. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  in  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  or  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty's 
Dominions  beyond  the  seas,  without  the  leave  and  licence  of  His  Majesty 
for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained  as  aforesaid,  shall,  by  adding  to  the 
number  of  the  guns  of  such  Vessel,  or  by  changing  those  on  boand  ibr  other 
guna,  or  by  the  addition  of  any  g^uipmejit  for  war,  incriease  or  augment,  or 
procure  to  be  increased  ar  augmented,  or  Bliall  be  knowin&;(y  concef  ned  in 
increasing  or  augmenting  the  warlike  force  .of  any  Ship  xmt  Veasel  of  War,  or 
Cruizer,  or  other  armed  Vessel,  which  at  the  time  of  her  arrival  in  any  part 
of  the  United  Kmgdom,  or  any  of  His  Majesty^  Oonvioions,  was  a  Ship  of 
War,  Cruizer,  or  Armed  Vessel  in  the  Service  of  any  Foreign  Prince, State,  or 
PoCentate,  or  of  any  f»erson  or  persons  exercising  ior  assuming  to  exercise 
any  powers  of  Government  in  or  over  any  Colowy,  Province,  or  part  of  any 
Provinre  or  People  belonging  to  tlie  subjects  of  any  such  Prince,  Stale,  or 
Potentate,  or  to  the  inhabttanls  of  any  Colony,  Province,  or  part  of  any  Pro- 
vince or  Country,  under  the  controul  of  any  person  or  persons  so  exercising 
or  assuming  to  exercise  the  powers  of  Government,  every  such  person  so 
offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  being 
convicted  thereof,  upon  any  information  or  indictment,  be  punished  by  fine 
and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  them,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  such  offender  shall  be  convicted. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  offences  made  punishable  by  the  offences  commmed 
provisions  of  this  Act,  committed  out  of  the  United  Kingdom,  may  be  prose-  ©"y  ^b©  trkrd  arwes" 
cuted  and  tried  in  His  Majesty's  Court  of  King's  Bench  at  Westminster,  and   miostcr. 

the  Venue  in  such  case  laid  at  Westminster;  in  the  Cottnty  of  Middlesex*

tion,  privilege,  wager  of  Law,  nor  more  than  one  imparlance  shall  be  al- 
lowed ;  and  la  every  action  or  suit  the  person  against  whom  judgment  shall 
be  given  for  any  i*  nalty  or  forfeiture  under  this  Act,  shall  pay  cfouble  costs 
tiiiiimttiMiof  ActioDt  of  suit ;  and  ever^  'ch  action  or  suit  shall  and  may  be  brought  at  any  time 
within  twelve  moMtOS  after  the  offence  committed,  and  not  a^erwards ;  and 
one  moiety  of  every  penalty  to  be  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  go 
and  be  applied  to  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  or  Successors,  and  the  other  mole- 
tv  to  tlie  use  of  such  person  or  persona  as  shall  first  sue  for  the  same,  after  de- 
ducting the  charges  of  prosecution  from  the  whole.
